TAPORTANT POINT OF LAW. 

My. Justice Harington at Calowttn ua 
engaged on July 22 in hearing s casa brought 
by J. EF. D. Bara, sgainst I. N, Mathowscn, 
bis tenant. Tlie cae involved oni ortant 
point at Jaw regarding tho liabiliti#s of a 
tenant, a7 , 

‘Tho plaintiff in this suit. sought the opinion 
of the Court on the point as to whetlor 
he was entitled to recover from the defendant 
the ‘diferonca between the rate asaessed upon 
the Kast, by the Municipalily and the actual 
amount, of rent reosived by Ezra from Mathow- 
ton’ iader the Ingo, ‘The caso was inatitnted 
under Beciion 527 of Chapter 38 of tho Civil 
Procedure Codo. 

‘Phe facts are ar follows: —By a lease dated 

the 6th August 1879 tho plaintiff leased to the 
dofoxdant o 1, Cileu ta otherwise kaown a9 
Esplanade East for a poriod of 35 yeara at a 
rental of Rx £90 a month, one of the tarms 
and conditions of the loa-o being that Mr. Ezra 
would during this term, *‘ bear, sustain pay or. 
disolarge all such'| x04, reveuues, charges sod 
impesitions whateoaver. which there wore or 
which shall or. may by taxed, charged imposed, 
or assesied by any moana whatsosver upon the 
said messuage tovemort land and prom‘aas oraoy 
port thereof aad will be payable by or chargaable 
Agaiast the lonsor or proprietor.” Mr. Mathewson 
on his part also “covevanted andagreed top vy and 
discharge all such taxes, reveanes and ia prei- 
tion which were thon or which shall be clerga- 
able upon hima or his assigas as ths tanant or 
ocenpier af the said house oud premises.” At 
tho tima tha leasa was enterad into the ownors 
shareof the Municipal rates wascaloatated upon 
tho actaal annual rentalof Rs, 5,88) but since

Vader Section 172 ef the Calentts Municipal 
ot, Mx, Egea-olaimad to racovor the difference 
atwoon Lhe old assoramoant andthe assesemonb 
now imposed, viz, Rs, 10,8() fora period of 
throes years, Thodefondant denied liability to 
pay this diff erence or any part. of it.

tho num at which hoe would have been assed 
hal the premises beon valued ouly at the, amount 
if rent actua'ty payable to bia. ‘Che dsfondant 
contended that uuder the provisions of Section 
Vt the duty of prying one-half the consolidated 
rate waa plead on the ehy J iers of tho Jandlord 
nod tha! the landlord and tenant having agreod 
tohear, snatain, pay, aud discharge all puch taxes, 
revenmes, chargoa and impositions as. were iw:

onabled him to compl the defendant to pay 9
